A siren wails in ihe night and the thoughts 
of those who hear it turn to the sadness and 
suffering it foretells. For a siren often 
means an emergency of life*or*death pro­ 
portions.

But how many thoughts go beyond that 
point? How m any thoughts enter the hos­

In a hospita!, the lights never go 
out—the work never stops. A change of 
personnel, yes, but never an absence of 
specialists to breathe new life into men and 
women who have almost lost it. This is 
National Hospital Week and thus an ap­ 
propriate time to reflect a bit upon one of 
the most vital services 
of our city. 
It is an easy job to find fault with almost 
any group, organization or institution. The 
hospitals of Lincoln, from time to time, 
find they are not immune from at least 
individual criticism. 
But It is well at times to dwell upon our 
assets and many can be found in I.incoln’s 
hospitals. All of them have been k eenly 
aware over the years of their responslblli* 
ties.

The Minority Rules 


We lik e to pride ourselves on the fact that, 
In this country, the majority rules. This, 
however, is not necessarily the 
ca.se, 
as 
Tuesday’s election shows. Out of a total esti­ 
mated possible state vote of BOO,000, some 
200,(K)0 voters went to the polls. The two 
successful candidates for governor, Incum­ 
bent Victor K. Anderson for the Republi­ 
cans and Ralph Brook s for the Democrats, 
had a combined total vdte of some 150,000 
as nearly all returns were in. 
Thus, some 18 per cent of the voters 
nominated the two candidates for the state’s 
lop executive position. This is hardly a m a­ 
jority and certainly nothing in the way of a 
vote of confidence for anyone. It is a sad 
com m entary on our free system of elec­ 
tions. 
The vote is so small, as a m atter of fact, 
that it is difficult to use it as a basis for 
any conclusions. There were few upsets, 
but what there were and the closeness of 
several races do not seem to give any as­ 
surance that the people are satisfied. 


Voters generally, it appears, were fairly 
.selective and showed a well-informed elec­ 
torate. There are few, if 
any. 
races 
in 
which any major errors in judgment can 
be cited, unle.ss some disappointed candi­ 
dates could mak e such a Citation. 
On the one city proposition, voters au­ 
thorized the city to sell land at 2.’lrd and 
0 and at 481 h and Walk er. Informed voting 
showed, however, as the voters made a def­ 
inite choice on the two tract.s—authorizing 
the 48 th and Walk er sale, 10,121 to .3,78 5 
and approving the 2.3rd and O sale, 8 ,921 
to 6,002. 
Candidates who will now run in the gen­ 
eral election have plenty to fight for in the 
way of votes. To be divided up in the gen­ 
eral election are all those votes which went 
in the prim ary to defeated candidates. Also, 
there is consolation and a challenge to can­ 
didates in the tact that the general elec­ 
tion turnout is always substantially better 
than the prim ary vole. 


Reaping The Consequences 


Of the group of selected commentators 
who will attend the forthcoming tests at 
Eniwetok by the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, hopeful of proving that a clean bomb 
has been achieved, more than one are rais­ 
ing a question. 
“ Why,” they ask , “ Do we want a clean 
bom b?”

Why do we wish to weak en our 
weapon when it can be the m ak e difference 
between survival and destruction?” 
The question 
will 
excite thought, for 
America is survival minded. 
The answers seem obvious enough to for- 
fend such a question. 
Why should it be 
ask ed and to what, perhaps subtle, intent? 
It is an open military fact that the United 
States has not only its own soil, but that of 
allies to defend, 
it does not mak e sense to

as 


damaging as were it to be furnished by an 
enemy bomb. It is doubtful that any nation 
could survive the combined fallout of its 
own and enemy projectiles. 
Moreover, the {xist victory problem would 
be eased if even a hydrogen war were fought 
on the clean side. 
But the whole question needs examination. 
Both Russia and the United Stale.s are court­ 
ing ruin by their fixation on destruction. 
This morbidly fascinating interest is obscur­ 
ing other realities. What is to follow the ulti­ 
mate in a dually held power of destruction? 
What k ind of life is to be possible? What 
sort of condemnation is it for people .sen­ 
tenced to spend the rest of time, finger on 
trigger, watching the sk y, ever expecting it 
to bear catastrophe? Life cannot consist of 
that. 
Civilization will fall under such a 
tension if a shot is never fired. 
Symptoms 
can easily be seen in a world that is begin­ 
ning to fear and hate both world leaders, for 
tension is contagious. 


The earlier public discussion of the ques­ 
tion of tax reduction as an antitoxin for 
the recession failed, it seems, to have em ­ 
phasized all of the facts for the edification 
of the rank and file.

There is nothing quite like a close race for a track 
championship. The comb ination of a tight team race, b ut 
dependent strictly upon the performances of individuals, 
m akes an exciting event. 
T hat’s what Scottsb luff and Omaha Central should pro­ 
vide in the race for Class A honors in the State Track and 
Field Championships Friday and Saturday. 
We have charted all 4 classes in this 1958 track show, 
b ut don’t think we will b e so foolish as to reveal our charts. 
A track event is the most unpredictab le sport in the world., 
at least when a numb er of team s are entered. 
Anything can happen, and usually docs, l^ndoub tedly, 
some highly-touted athietes will flop completely this year, 
as every year. 
Prob ab ly, some important relay team will 
b e disqualified. If none of this happens, the margin of an 
inch in a finish can completely change the final outcome. 
But the charts, we hope, can at least give .some idea 
of the top 2 or 3 teams. 
For instance, our chart actually 
picks Scottsb luff to win, b ut we are more partial to Central. 
The reason is that Scottsb luff, b ecause of its host of quali­ 
fiers, has b een given numerous fifth places. 
It’s very easy 
to miss the fifth place and b e shut out. We feel more cer­ 
tain of Central’s points. 
Scottsb luff could score as many as 40 points, which 
would easily b eat Central. The Bearcats might also scoie 
as few as 20 just as easily. We figure Central almost cer­ 
tain for 30-35. 
After the meet, we will prob ab ly b e ab le to point to 
half a dozen events and say “ This is what won for . . . ’’ 
For instance, the dashes, featuring Ray Knaub , Scotts- 
b luffs defending champion, Central’s Roger Sayers, and 
Gary Byrne of Creighton Prep, will carry tremendous im ­ 
portance. Either team could pick up as much as 8 points on 
the other in these 2 events with east. 
How Kent Green of Scottsb luff fares in the hurdles will 
b e important to the Bearcats, as will the weight results. In 
the end, the final relays will prob ab ly b e the deciders. 
At any rate, it should b e close all the way down the 
line. Creighton Prep, Boys Town, Lincoln High, Omaha 
North and Lexington should \ie for the other top positions. 
In Class B, our chart sees a close race among Cozad, 
Gothenb urg, Valentine, Madison, and Heb ron. 
In Class C, 
watch Ilemingford, P^xeler, and Stapleton. 
In Class D, it 
should b e close among Red Willow, Crestó n, Fairfield, 
Madrid, Verdó n and Holmesville. 
Less than 20 points could win in the lower classes.
